Extraordinary scenes were witnessed at | 
a Manchester May Day demonstration. 
Mr. J. BR. Clynes, M.P., was interrupted | 
continuously, the-assembly booing, hissing, 
and showing strong resentment of his atti- 
tude on the Irish question in the House of 
Commons. 


The Right Hon. Sir T. W. Russell, 
Bart., formerly Vice-President of the 
Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction, died yesterday at his resi- 
dence at Terenure, County Dublin. He 
had been in failing health for some time, 
following a paralytic seizure. 

A special delegate conference of the 
Irish branches of the: Railway Clerks’ As- 
sociation in Dublin on Saturday night re- 
jected the classification scheme of the 
Irish railway companies, and instructed 
the general secretary to place the whole 
matter before the Minister of Tyansport. 
Unless a settlement is reached a strike 
may take place on May 11th. 


Constable Michacl Walsh, of Mount 
Pleasant Bucracks, near Bandon, Co. Cork, 
was going to Mass yesterday when he was 
tired at by a party of men and wounded 
in the right cheek. 

At the inquest at Gurtlassobrien, 
County Tipperary, on Saturday, the jury 
found that Patrick Durack died from gun- 
shot. wounds inflicted by his next-door- 
neighbour, David Ellis, who was remanded 
in custody. The evidence was that after 
gorae words Ellis fetched a gun and shot 
Durack dead.

The little island of St. Kilda in the 
Outer Hebrides is possi¥iy the most in- 
accessible spot in Europe. For eight

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SIR THOMAS W, RUSSELL, BART. 
‘We announce with much regret the death of 
Sir Thomas W. Russell, which iook place 
yesterday morning at his residence, Olney, 
ending over several months. After a 
paralytic stroke, he was ronfined to tae house 
‘in a delicate state of health. Hepes for his 
recovery were entertained, but serious symptoms 
manifest a few days before his death. 
Sir Thomas Russell, who was born in Cupar, 
Pife, on the 28th February, 1841, was the son 
of a stone-mason, whose family had been long 
resident in the district. Like most of the 
families belonging to that locality, his parents 
were frugal and thrifty, and afforded him the | 
‘best education to. be had in, the Madras 
Academy, the local educational establishment, 
whence came maay men who in subsequent 
years achieved su¢cess in the professional and 
commereial life of Seotland. li was a boast 
which Sir Thomas often made in after life that 
his schooling had passed before he attaimed his 
eleventh year, and that whatever success came 
to him in later years was the outcome of the 
teaching that he received. Jn 1859 he came to 
County Tyrone, where he began to learn the 
business of soap manufacture, then being 
earritd on by a fires which owed its incepticn 
chiefly to Scottish enterprise. Here he ex- 
hibited not a little of that mental activity 
which he showed in after life, becoming an 
enthusiastic promoter of debating sociéties in 
the towns, and inducing the young men with 
whom he assocfated to ‘interest themselves m 
the political topics which then engaged public 
aitention, ; 
For ien or twelve years he was a moving 
spirit in the encouragement of polemical and 
political discussion, one of ‘the subjects to which 


he frequently devoted himseif being the State 


control of the liquor traffic. In the middle | 
of the last century’ intemperance prevailed to | 
a painful extent all over the North of: Ire- | 
land, and the squalid and riotous scenes, which | 
were a sad feature of rural ‘tife in those years, 
were mainly the cause of making him the 
extreme tempefance reformer which he con- | 
tinued‘ to be throughout his political eareer. 
he was one of the most 
active workers jin the temperance cause in’ 
Ireland, acting in the capacity of secretary to

Colonel Keown. of the 15th Hussars. ‘He had 
three daughters and,one son His son, who 
was a Second Lieutenant in the 10th Battalion 
Roval Dublin Fusihers, was killed at Beaumot 
Hamel in Nevember. 1916. From the shock 
caused by his death Sir Thomas never re- 
covered. \ 

Sir Thomas Russell, who was created a 
baronet some years ago, published two works— 
“Ireland and the Eqpire,” a review from 
1800-1900, and ”“ The lrish Land Question 
Up-to-date.” After his retirement from the De- 
partment of Agriculture he was engaged in 
writing reminiscences of his political and social 
career. 

REV. WALTER McDONALD, D.D.

Jollege. of Rev. Walter McDonald, D.D., Pre- 
the Dunboyne’ establishment.

Af the age of twenty-two years he 
In addition to 
performing the ordinary duties of his office, he 
manifested a deep interest im literature and 
educational matters. His undoubted abilities in 
this connection were soon recognised, and he. 
was appointed Professor of St. Kieran a College. 
where for five years he taught philosephy, 
theology, end English literature. He was also 
Protessor of Theology at St. Patrick's College 
As a writer, Dr, McDonald was best known. 
He founded ‘“‘ The Irish Theological Quarterly ” 
in 1906, and filled with distinction the position 
of chief editor until his retiremont three years 
‘later. Prom his pen came also various lectures 
‘and articles on philosophical, theological, edu- 
leational, and literary subjeets in the quarterly 
land monthly Catholic magazines, Amongst his 
‘best-known publications was “ Motion:  jts 
Origin and Conservation,” a book which was 
subsequently condemned by the Sacred Congre- 
gation of the Index at Rome, and withdrawn 
from circulation by order of that body. He also 
contributed a work on “ The Principles of Moral 
Science."" Towards the end of last year Dr. 
McDonald published a book, entitled ' Some 
Ethical Questions of Peace and War, with 
Special Reference to Ireland.”’ This book 
caused a great deal of discussion, and was a 
valuable contribution to controversial literature. 
The author, whose arguments were mainiy 
directed against the theories of Sinn Fein, 
founded his case on thé teachings of Roman 
Catholic theology. He was opposed to the idea 
of Insh nationality, and denied that Treland Í 
wes .ever a nation “fully independent.”

When & farm has been surrenderod, it roust 
not. be thought that the surr nder is uncondi- 
tional, as in many cases fair terms a rye 

while in others the owner, to avoid @ 
“agas 5 constant livcliness, has sacrificed a 
good portion of his property. The methods 
pursued to create an atmosphere unfavourable 
to the owner vary in many districts. Opera- 
tions afe generally directed by parish com- 
mittees, which formulate plans of campaign. 
If a landlord rejects the first demand for por- 
tion of his lands, he generally finds all his stock 
driven up to his doorstep, with a polite request 
to keep them there. If be is lucky, he has 
faithful helpers, and puts the cattle back on the 
land. If not, he has often the assistance of the 
military, who are encamped at various centres 
and patrol the couniry night and day. A 
favourable opportunity is then ewaited to 
organise another drive, and it is carried out im 
drastic fashion and with perfect organisation. 
While one party is busy demolishing fences and 
gates, ther section devotes iteelf to scatterine 
the cattle to all the points of the compass. 
Beasts have been found wandering as far as 
ten miles from where they were “ driven.” 
Frequently tho drivers are caught in flegrante 
‘delicta, escorted to the nearest town, and 
raigned before a magistrate. Some refuse to 
give bail and are sent on remand to jail, where‘ 
they probably start hunger-striking. Most of 
the others give bail, co that the “good work ™ 
may be carried on. If the owner is still ob- 
durate, he may find a few threatening letters 
in his morning mail, or, when he walks 
abroed after breakfast, he may be confronted 
with a tempting array of graves, kindly pro- 
vided overnight by a jew neighbourly souls. IA 
these do not suffice to bring him to his senses; 
he will be pursued by further warnings in the 
form of wall-knocking, tree-felling, or pot: 
shotting. Meantime the military and police have 
routided up his wandering herds, and those of 
them thet survive are disposed of in a dilapi- 
dated state in the nearcst market. Perhaps, by 
this tine “ reason ” has prevailed, and he agpece 
to sell jon of: his lands, the price to be 
fixed by an “arbitration court,’’ consisting of 
nominees representing each of the parties.
